Court extraordinary, which has 
been sitting in the trial of eight 


‘goviet-engineers charged with con- 


spiracy to overthrow the commun- 


ist regime, adjourned at noon to-| # 


day to consider its verdict, which 
is expected to be returned about 6 
p. m. tomorrow. 

There has been no question of 
guilt involved.in the trial, which 
hag been in progress nearly two 
weeks. The eight defendants ad- 


mitted the conspiracy ’in all its de- | 


tail. Despite this, the Government 
constructed a thorough case 
against them, broadcasting their 
guilt to the Russian world by ra- 
dio and motion picture. 

Adjournment was taken after 
the last two of the defendants, 
Sergei Kuprianov and Xenephon 
Sitnin, had made pleas of mercy 
to the Court. 

Asks That Life Be Spared. 

Sitnin, as he spoke'‘to the Court, 
was greatly affected and his eyes 
were full of tears. He admitted 
his guilt, but askel that his life be 
spared. ‘I have suffered through- 
out this trial,” he said. “I have no 
reason to ask for leniency, but 1 
give myself into the hands of the 
proletarian court. I promise that 
if my life Is spared I shall devote 
myself to honest work.” 

Kuprianov was pale and appeared 
to be if, He spoke onl ya few 
mintes: “My lawyer already has 
explained for me and I have Hittle 
to say. I fully admit my guilt. I 
have concealed nothing from the 
court. I know that the proletarian 
court has no feelings of vengeance 
and, therefore, I hope that I may 
be given an opportunity through 
honest work to wipe the blot from 
my name.” 

Guilty and Deserves No Mercy. 

*T am guilty and deserve no 
mercy,” Alexander Fedotov, eldest 
of the defendants, told the court. 
“I even sank so low I took money, 
but I don’t want to die a traitor’s 
death. I am old and have little 
future before me, but I wish partly 
to redeem myseN. 

“However, it is better to die by 
order of the Court than to have 
had happen what might have oc- 
curred if I had succeeded. The 
intervention danger still menaces 
the Soviet Union, but I hope that 
this will be a lesson to foreign im- 
perialists.”’ 

Prof, Leonid Ramsin, leader of 
the defendants, expressed repent- 
tance “before the people” for his 
actions, and declared that the la- 
boring masses of the SoViet Union 
had found the true path to fol- 
low. 

“T have been a bitter enemy of 
the Soviets for years. Now I have 
changed, but apparently too late. 
I bow my head in shame and hu- 
miliation,” he said.

U. S. Expert Says American Ex- 
ports Must Be of Special 
High Grade Quality. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADISON, Wis., Dec. 6. — To 
the question of what Russia’s high 
speed agricultural development will 
mean to the United States, a 
young American scientist offers an 
answer based on nine months’ in- 
spection of Soviet farming: “Our 
exports in the future will have to 
be of special high grade quality on 
a limited scale.” 

Dr. J. G. Dickson of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin is the scientist, 
just returned from a journey spon- 
sored by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to study cereal 
diseases. 

He emphasized that his views 
were purely personal and in no way 
connected with his- Government 
mission. He described a nation 
stirred by unparalleled mass eén- 
thusiasm, making “tremendous, al- 
most fabulous” progress in an ag- 
ricultural way and speeding up 
production of foodstuffs to a point 
that may well alarm the econo- 
mists of other nations, 

*‘T was treated well by Soviet of- 
ficials,” Dr. Dickson said, “and 
permitted to go wherever I pleased. 
There are no hotels or other ac- 
commodations in most places, how- 
ever, so what I really did was 
tramp around the country almost 
like a bum. I carried my bed on 
my back.” 

Says U. 8. Must Specialize. 

He covered enough ground, how- 
ever, and saw enough of the huge 
trust and collective farms to ».be 
convinced that Russia can produce 
wheat in such a manner to under- 
sell any nation with standards of 
living such as those in this coun- 
try. Hence his belief that any 
surplus the American farmer pro- 
duces must be highly specialized if 
it is to bring a profit in foreign 
markets. 

The essential factor in the Soviet 
agricultural program is haste, Dr. 
Dickson said. There is no time un- 
der the “five-year plan’’ for small 
experiments to try out various 
types, to see what toil is best adapt- 
ed to certain grains. Thousands of 
acres are planted in crops never 
known to the communities before. 

“I saw Southern Illinois soy 
beans and North Dakota corn 
grown in the same area,” Dr. Dick- 
son said. “I saw 320,000 acres of 
cotton growing in climatic condi- 
tions similar to Southern Illinois. 


Calls Results “Phenomenal.” 

The results of the high speed, 
mechanized production, aided by 
unusually favorable weather the 
past season, were described as 
“phenomenal.” ‘ 

Dr. Dickson estimated the wheat 
yield at 1,180,000,000 bushels, add- 
ing, “and remember they grew 
only four varieties.” Barley pro- 
duction reached a pre-war basis, 
he said, while cotton and soy beans 
were grown “in. proportions § the 
country never heard of before.” 

Of the three present types of ag- 
riculture in Russia, Dr. Dickson 
said he believed the trust farnf, 
which is “truly an industrial unit,” 
would outlive the cthers—the col- 
lective farm and the peasant farm. 

In the trust farm the. workers 
are merely wage earners, their 
holdings having been taken over 
completely by the Government, 
which claims all land as a natural 
resource, Industrial hours are 
maintained with wage earners get- 
ting time-and-a-half pay for over- 
time (after 4:30 p. m.) and work- 
ing only five days a week. There 
is plenty of reom for more trust 
farms, Dr. Dickson found, with 
only 7.2 per cent of Russia now 
under -cultivation.

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeli- 
tung sent a special correspondent 
to Paris in advance to see the ver- 
sion of the picture shown there 
and:then had him return here to 
compare it with the version shown 
in Berlin. The newspaper today 
gives a long list of cuts in the film 
as shown in Germany, although it 
was shown in France without these 
deletions, 

The deleted portions of the film, 
the newspaper says, were ‘‘defam- 
ing and insulting to German sgol- 
ers” and therefore were - not 
shown in Berlin. The newspaper 
adds that it has compiled a list of 
50 anti-German films in existence, 
of which it says 21 were made in 
America. It also prints a picture 
of-the actor Katzinsky, and calis 
him a “libel on the German. sol- 
dier.”’

One rare neck- 
lace alone—a pear-shaped diamond 
of 40 karats—is valued at $250,000. 
Made to string around the neck 
thrice, it extends to the wearer's 
knees. 

Behind the collection is the story 
of that shrewd character, Lucky 
Baldwin, who was a cab driver in 
San Francisco in the fifties. He 
died in 1909 at 81 in his palace at 
Arcadia, near Los Angeles, and 
left a fortune estimated at $25,000,- 
000. 

In San Francisco Baldwin made 
the first of hig great fortunes in 
mining ventures and he made an- 
other in the famous Comstock 
mines in Nevada. A horse fancier 
extraordinary, with a large string 
of race horses, he four times cap- 
tured the American Derby. His 
famous Santa Anita ranch at Ar- 
cadia contained more than 20,000 
acres.

the epidemic can have been caused 
by war gas because the deaths 
have occurred in widely separated 
villages.

Wet and 
foggy conditions are believed to be 
particularly favorable to spread of 
the mysterious “black death.” 

A prominent physician of Liege 
recalled a similar epidemic in 1911, 
when 11 persons died unexpectedly 
in one day after an icy fog. Most 
of the victims then were elderly 
persons or workers in deleterious 
industries, with lungs unable to 
resist the sudden cold. . 

The little town of Engis was 
hardest hit by the . malady. Its 
Mayor, speaking with. newspaper 
interviewers in England over tele- 
phone, explained that he had got 
up from a sick bed to answer the 
paper’s call. He said: ; 

“The 3000 inhabitants of my lit- 
tle town are terror-stricken. No- 
body knows what the cause is, but 
it is associated in the popular mind 
with the fog which has lain over 
the valley for the last few days. 
We have 14 dead already here and 
about 60 in the hospital. Besides 
there are hundreds suffering with 
the disease but not badly enough 
to go to hospitals. 

“The symptoms are pains in the 
throat and the chest, with a se- 
veré dary cough that gives no rest. 
I don’t think the theory of Ger~. 
man poison gas having been buried 
in the neighborhood and corrupt- 
ing the air is seund. The fog has

The fog brought inconvenience 
to other sections of Belgium also. 
At Hoboken a ferryboat went 
aground 100 yards from its pier 
and the passengers waded ashore 
through two feet of mud. At Ap- 
pert a French Army airplane made 
a forced landing and was wrecked, 
although its occupants were not in- 
jured. 

Near Courcelles a cyclist lost his 
way in the fog, fell into a canal and 
was drowned. Traffic was tied up 
in the River Scheldt. 


400 Vessels Tied Up by Fog in 
Thames River.

LONDON, Dec. 6.——An impene- 
trable fog, described by mariners 
and air officials as the worst in 
years, held more than 400 vessels 
stationary and he. less along sev- 
eral milks of the Thames mouth 
today. Air service was paralyzed. 

The vessels ranged in size from 
liners to small coasting steamers 
and tugs. 

At London, Southampton and 
Plymouth, harbor craft crept about 
uncertainly, some of them carry- 
ing supplies to unfortunate smaller 
ships which ran short. On the 
larger vessels passen.ers made the 
best of things .7ith dances and en- 
tertainments, but the crews of some 
smaller ones were cuffering from 
cold and hunger. Channel ship- 
ping was practically at a standstill. 

The fog lifted long enough this 
morning to permit some movement 
of vessels, then rolled down again. 
Liners from Australia, [fndia and 
South America hove to off the 
estuary, but by mid-morning it be- 
gan to look as though they would 
be able to dock before the day 
ended. 

The fog extended over most of 
southern England, but it wasthin- 
ning out to the west.

EMORIES of § stirring days 
M came crowding back yesterday 
and today as “Mother” Mary 
Jones. dead after an eventful cen- 


iury of life, lay in state in Mount 
Olive, Ill., 50 miles northeast of St. 


field where union miners won 
their first fight for fair working 
conditions more than 30 years ago. 
There were mernories of the 
strike of 1897, when “General” 
Alexander Bradley, beau sabreur 
of the miners’ organization, led his 
men to Belleville, visited St. Louis 
and returned resplendent in silk 
hat and Prince Albert to scatter 
$5 bills among his men. 

There were memories of “Moth- 
er’ Jones, a kind-faced old lady, 
with a quaint bonnet ©n her silver 
hair and a bit of white lace at her 
throat, and of the burning words 
she uttered in her speeches before 
the miners in local halls and in the 
fields—speeches that bound them 
to stand together in. the fight 
against oppression of labor. 
Memories there were, too, of the 
famous battle at the Virden mine in 
1898, where four union miners were 
killed in repulsing a_ trainload of 
Negro strike breakers and armed 
guards brought to the mine to put 
it into operation. Only passingly 
were the deaths of numerous strike 
breakers recalled, and these with 
tightened lips, for the miners of 
Central Illinois and their fathers 
have suffered in labor’s fight. With 
strike breakers there is no sympa- 
thy. 

These were the memories of griz- 
zled men whose gnarled hands have 
known countless contacts with the 
miner’s pick, who have climbed 
into the cage hundreds of times to 
be lowered into Illinois mine shafts. 
But even the younger men re- 
membered “Mother” Jones and 
her later appearances, recalled 
how only seven years ago, with 93 
years behind her on life’s road, 
she visited Mount Olive on ‘“‘Virden 
‘day,”’ made a thrilling speech, and 
renewed acquaintances with her 
comrades of the miners’ © fighting 
line. 

Casket Flanked by Fiowers. 

As they talked of these Lexing- 
tons and Concords and of the York- 
towns of labor’s wars, the body of 
“Mother” Jones lay in a mahog- 
any casket in the Odd _ Fellows’ 
Hall, flanked by flickering candles 
and banks of flowers, a rosary in- 
tertwined in her withered fingers.

Mount Olive “Mother” Jones 
is s@idom recalled without “Gen- 
eral” Bradley and the Virden riot. 
When the miners’ locals of Illinois 
were timid, struggling organiza- 
tions Bradley suddenly leaped into 
leadership in 1897, welded them 
into a courageous unit and with a 
strike called for better pay and 
working conditions began a march 
into Southern Illinois, calling out 
working miners as he went. * 

Bradley’s Visit to St. Louis. 

As the story goes, Bradley had 
led his men as far south as Belle- 
ville, had become “General” by 
commission of newspaper corre- 
spondents with his “army,” when 
he was invited to St. Louis by rep- 
resentatives of mine operators. 

Here he was wined and dined at 
Tony Faust’s famous restaurant, 
and, according to his story, re- 
ceived $600 for which he was to 
end his activities. Instead, he 
bought a Prince Albert, a silk hat 
and a silk umbrella and returning 
to his camp scattered $6 bills 
among his men with the cry 
“Here’s shoes for you.” 

Someone took his photograph in 
that outfit and it is so garbed that 
he.appears today above ‘Mother’ 
Jones’ casket. That strike, with 
the march to Belleville as its high 
point, was won by the miners who 
returned to work with most of 
their demands met. 

But when the demand for the 
eight-hour day was pushed after 
the contract expired a year later, 
an operator at Virden refused to 
meet it and imported. Negro strike 
breakers. As the train entered the 
mine stockade with the Negroes 
the embittered miners opened fire. 

Here it was that the four mem- 
bers of Local No. 728 at Mount 
Olive were killed. Accounts of the 
struggle say that when the engi- 
neer finally backed out his train 
and headed for Chicago the cars 
were in shambles. How many of 
the strike breakers and _ their 
guards were killed no one at 
Mount Olive remembers—or par- 
ticularly cares, 

From that day to this, however, 
“Virden Day” has been commemn- 
orated annually on Oct. 12. Stores 
are closed, there is a celebration, 
and the graves in the miners’ ceme- 
tery are decorated with wreaths 
and flags in honor of the fight and 
the victory that was won there. 

Funeral Service Monday. | 

“Mother” Jones, in fulfillment of 
her expressed wish, is to be buried 
Monday close by the graves of 
“General” Bradley and three of the 
four miners who died in the Virden 
fight, the fourth being buried in 
Belleville. Before interment there 
will be a requiem high mass in the

Grain Prices and Option Trading. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T 18 very gratifying to note from the 

annual report of Secretary of As- 
riculture Hyde that it is dawning on 
him that his post demands the caretak- 
ing of the interests of agriculture, in- 
stead of their destruction. 

The encouraging words in the mes- 
sage were Hyde’s acknowledgment of 
the value of the grain exchanges. While 
he is now speaking favorably of the 
trading in the option, he has formerly 
not hindered the destructive work of 
Legge and McKelvie in their attempts to 
destroy the trading in the option. 

As Secretary of Agriculture, it should 
have been known to Hyde that the 
more the trading in the option is ham- 
pered the more the price of wheat has 
to suffer. Three examples can be point- 
ed out in support of my contention. The 
oldest is: In Germany some 50 years ago 
the agrarian element was of the opinion 
that the sagging price of grain was due 
to option speculation. Therefore a law 
was enacted to prohibit the trading in 
the option. Immediately the price of 
grain fell below the world market price. 
After repeal of the law the price rose 
immediately to the world level. 

To’ Buenos Aires we have to go for 
the second example. This market felt the 
need of the option, but the option was 
opposed by the so-called powerful foyr.

Of course the Soviet 
leaders are grateful for such a case to rally support 
to their policies and by circus tactics are making the 
most of it.

The functioning of Yhe economic process 
rests in the heads of a few thousand ex- 
perts. Is it too much to say that if 100 
key technicians left their posts they could 
seriously cripple a great city like New York? 
To make matters even more potentially pre- 
carious, each expert is so highly specialized 
that he has little if any conception of the 
work of the others. There is no general 
staff, understanding the whole process and 
correlating the vital nerves of transporta- 
tion, communication, power, water, food 
supply, which furnish the community's eco- 
nomic substratum. 

Specialization makes fur economies, as 
the Progress Boys are tireless in pointing 
out.

In a sense the modern world is not led 
at all. It simply flounders. In the United 
States, for instance, the real action of the 
Republic is provided by business men af- 
fillated with large corporate enterprises.

You get the point. The engineer has 
built the modern world, but only at the 
bidding of his master’s voice.

It is not planned by the en- 
gineer, for hitherto that has never been his 
function. He has constructed endless de-

PREDICTS UPWARD 
TRADE TREND SOON 


Speaker at Sales Meeting Says 
Business Dropped to 16.5 
Pct. Below Normal. 


Analysis of seven periods of de- 
pression sincé 1893 indicates that 
business should soon strike an up- 
trend, Dr. Harold Stonier, educa- 
tional director of the American In- 
stitute of Banking, raid yesterday 
at the fourth annual sales execu- 
tives’ conference at Hotel Jefferson 
sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce Sales Managers’ Bureau. 
In other periods of depression, he 
said, the average downtrend lasted 
16 months and the uptrend 18 
months, the bottom being reached 
when composite statistics indicated 
that business was 16.7 per cent be- 
low normal. The present depres- 
sion, he said, began in July, 1929, 
and business had dropped to 16.5 
per cent below normal last Septem- 
ber. 
Stocks Not Liquidated. 

The stock market, Dr. Stonier said,

sround Albert Oustric, who in 10 
years pushed up on 
stocks which he controiled, getting 
important politicians involved in 
his schemes and using their influ- 
ence for his legislative purposes. 

Most of the scandals which have 
go far developed from the investi-

At that time the franc was sink- 
ing rapidly. Thére was a period of 
frenzied speculation on the Bourse. 
Snia Viscera was seized upon by 
speculators, each advance in. its 
quoted price adding to the fortune 
of Oustric, who was finally able 
through his profits to get control 
of the Banque Adam, the oldest 
bank in France, and several indus- 
trial concerns which gave the ap- 
pearance of stability to several 
holding companies he launched, 
thereby bulling their stock. iis 

The Oustric affair worried all 
politicians once it got before the 
Chamber’s commission of investi- 
gation and the fear of continuing 
Tardieu in power increased dally 
because, if his ministry were taint- 
ed by three members who had re- 
lations with Oustric, the Chamber 
was filled with other Deputies who 
in their capacity as attorneys at 
least, had been close to speculative 
groups on the Bourse. 

The widow of an important poli- 
ticlan who was killed during the 
war is credited with taking Oustric 
fn hand and showing him how to 
use political influence. Raoul Peret 
was one of her acquisitions and 
Peret’s help in getting permission 
for the listing of the Snia Viscera 
stock gave Oustric a big lift. An- 
other politielan is credited, also 
through petticoat influence, with 
having been especially useful to 
Oustric through favorable reports 
on Viscera stocks. 


Names of many other politicians 
have been mentioned in connection 
with the affair, but not openly, be- 
cause they have not yet been men- 
tioned by the Chamber's commis- 
sion of investigation. But suffi- 
clent political influence in the case 
of Oustric alone has been disclosed 
to upset whatever ministry was in 
power when his ventures crashed. 
Tardieu was simply unlucky in hav- 
ing in his Cabinet the most con- 
spicuous figure, Raoul Peret, and 
although the investigations now in 
progress may show Perect’s inno- 
cence, the immediate result of his 
resignation under fire, followed by 
the resignations of two undersecre- 
tarfies in the Cabinet in similar 
circumstances was to overthrow 
the Government in which they 
served,

The sales volume of 121 major cor- 
porations has been greater. during 
the first nine months of 1930, he 
said, than during the correspond- 
ing period of 1929.

BARRING HUNTERS FROM FARM 


Temporary Injunction Against Mis- 
sourians at Request of Mlli- 
nois Farmer. 

A temporary injunction restrain- 
ing duck hunters and others from 
trespassing on the lands of Mack 
Stevens in Mississippi County, Mo., 
was granted by Federal Judge Faris 
on Stevens’ application yesterday. 
The action was brought in Federal 
Court because of diversity of citi- 
zenship, Stetvens being a resident 
of Miller City, Ill. 

The order is directed against A. 
L. Drinkwater, A. C. Drinkwater, 
Clarence Williams, Arch Allbrititen, 
Will Black, J. K. Lawton, Harry 
Neal, Robert Neal, all residents of 
Missouri, and others who, Stevens 
alleges, have ignored “no hunting” 
signs and have trampled down his 
cultivated land in quest of game. 

The land, which is leased by Ste- 
vens, comprises several islands in 
the Mississippi River and part of 
the mainland of Mississippi County. 
A portion of the property, Stevens 
said, is under cultivation, but a 
large part of it consists of sloughs, 
shallow lakes and marshes, which 
form an attractive feeding ground 
for ducks and geese and attract 
hunters by the hundreds. 

The hunters, Stevens declared,

MRS. ROSS TELLS FARM WOMEN 
DEMOCRATS WILL BRING RELIEF 


Thousands in Small Towns on 
Verge of Bankruptcy, She Tells 
Conference,

BOSTON, Dec. 6.—Women at- 


tending the National Farm Wom- 
en’s Conference were told today by 
Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, chairman 
of the women’s division of the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee, that 
the farmer must look for relief to 
the Democratic party. . 

“You who live on the farms and 
your husbands and children con- 
stitute approximately one-third of 
the citizenship of the nation. Your 
industry is crushed and struggling 
for existence,” Mrs. Ross said. ‘““The 
merchants and bankers in the 
small towns and villages are in 
countless thousands now on the 
brink of bankruptcy or have al- 
ready succumbed.” 

Mrs. Ross denounced the _  rae- 
cent tariff bill which she said was 
initiated ostensibly to help the 
farmers but which, when drafted 
and “signed with apologies’ by 
President Hoover, aided only great 
manufacturers, 

Mrs. Kenna Lowe Yost, director 
of the women’s division of the Re- 
publican National Committee, 
urged farm women to play a full 
part in’ the political life of the 
nation, 

“The farm woman, to make her- 
self effective against the spread of 
crime and deterioration of Amer- 
ican ideals,.should recognize that 
government is based on party re- 
sponsibility,” she said. “She should 
join the political party of her 
choice and be an influence in cre- 
ating party platforms, defining 
policies and naming candidates.”

The legend has it 
that merchants of ri brought his 
remains here in 109 m Myra, in 
Asia Minor, where he had been 
Bishop until martyred under Dio- 
cle These relics are credited 
with miraculous properties, and un- 
til recently a certain oily sub- 
stance, known as the “manna of 
St. Nicholas” and alleged to have 
remarkable healing potentialities, 
was supposed: to flow from them.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 6.—A 
receiver for the Holston Trust Co, 
and a decree for $256,795 of State 
funds, alleged to be on deposit 
there, was sought by the State ot 
Tennessee in a bill filed in Chan- 
cery Court yesterday. 

A temporary injunction was 


granted restraining the defendants 
—the Holston Trust Co., Rogers 
Caldwell and several trust company 
officials—from disposing of their 
property. Hearing on the petition 
was tentatively set for Dec. 9. Indi- 
vidual defendants were sued as 
sureties on the bond for $600,000 
given to protect State deposits. 
The bill avers the trust company 
ig insolvent, “has refused and 
failed to pay and admitted its ina- 
bility to pay the amount alleged 
due the State.” 

Defendants other than the Hol- 
ston Trust Co. are Rogers Caldwell; 
J. B. Ramsey, president of the 
trust company and the closed Hol- 
ston-Union National Bank; Ralph 
W. Brown, G. J. Ashe, W. 8S. Nash, 
M. C. Monday, Asa Hazen, D. A. 
Rosenthal, Mitchell Long and A. Y. 
Russell. ‘ 

After a meeting of directors of 
the Holston Trust Co. late yester- 
day, Mitchell Long, the company's 
ttorney, announced the directors 
had unanimously voted “to deny 
any and all responsibility and liabil- 
ity to the State of Tennessee on ac- 
count oft alleged deposit referred to 
in the bill filed.” 

The Holston Trust Co., Long said, 
was a separate organization from 
the closed Holston-Union National 
Bank and had been onerating since 
tne Hoiston-Union closed. lis offi 
ces are in the same building wi:a 
those of the bank.

Coroner’s Jury Says Wife of 
Millionaire Was Stabbed by 
Husband or Woman.

PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 6.—A 


Coroner’s jury has added its ac- 
cusation of murder to that filed by 
the State against Nelson C. Bowles, 
34-year-old millionaire, and Irma 
G. Loucks, in whose apartment 
Bowles’ wife was stabbed to death 
Nov. 12. 

The jury last night returned a 
verdict that Mrs. Bowles died from 


a knife wound inflicted “with mur- 
derous intent either by Irma G. 
Loucks, by Nelson C. Bowles, or 
both.” : 

In a three-day hearing, attor- 
neys for tne accused couple sought 
to show that Mrs. Bowles, 33-year- 
old society matron, had committed 
suicide. Attorneys for the State 
countered with evidence introduced 
to show that while she was aware 
of afleged intimacy between her 
husband and Mrs. Loucks she was 
neither despondent nor bitter. 

Other witnesses testified she was 
in @ happy frame of mind, im- 
mediately before going to the 
apartment of Mrs. Loucks, her 
husband’s former secretary. _ 

Murder .charges were placed 
against Bowles and Mrs. Loucks, 
also known as Mrs. Paris, when 
Dr. Paul B. Cooper, called to at- 
tend Mrs. Bowles after the stab- 
bing, allegedly told police that his 
first story to them was false in 
some respects. He made a com- 
plete statement of the case, police 
said, but when he took the stand 
at the inquest he repudiated this 
and asserted his first story was 
true. : 

The alleged discrepancies in the 
physician’s stories related to the 
time he reached the apartment, the 
time of Mrs. Bowles’ death and 
whether she was dead when Dr. 
Cooper called an ambulance. 

In testifying before the Coro- 
ner’s jury, Dr. Cooper insisted Mrs. 
Bowles was alive when he called 
the ambulance. The body was
